Hospital. Riverview, Michigan, is on 
call from Fire Station No. 2, located 
at 7221 Midcflebelt, Romulus. 

Hood, who studied at Oakwood 
Hospital in Dearborn, is stationed at 
Fire Station No. I, 36515 Bibbins, 
Romulus. 

Three more members are 
scheduled to graduate this week 
from similiar courses conducted at 
Wyandotte General Hospital. Four 
oilier officers will soon begin EMT 
courses, making a total of nine 
trained emergency personnel in 
service to Romulus. 

Romulus Fire Chief John Wilhide 
said, "We hope to have emergency 
trained personnel at all four 


Romulus Fire Stations in the near 
future." 

The volunteers studied a wide 
variety of subjects during their 15 
week course, including: extrication 
procedures, emergency child birth, 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation, 
diagnostic signs, electrical hazards, 
dressing and bandaging, water 
safety and special problems in 
dealing with child children 

The classes were all taught by 
highly qualified medical doctors and 
hospital administrators, ranging in 
cost from $50 to $100 The cost of the 
training program was paid by the 
Romulus Fire Department 

Wilhide also announced that the 
Fire Department is presently taking 
applications in order to up-date their 
records. "Anyone interested in 
becoming a Romulus volunteer fire 
fighter may apply at the office of the 
Fire Department located in City 
Hall, or by calling *41-0666, Ext 51." 
Wilhid said 


Demonstrating the Insta-Glide 
System, which would move people 
between Metro Airport’s buildings 
and surrounding motels, if 
implemented, was Gerald T. Harris, 
vice-president of International Mass 
Transit. 

Councilwoman Beverly McAnally 
was instrumental in helping Harris 
arrange the special meeting to show 
local officials the various facets of 
the Insta-Glide System. 

"We are not here trying to sell you 
a transit system,” Harris told the 
audience. "We mainly want to show 
you the advantages of our proposed 
people mover system and let all 
concerned persons take a good look 
at it." 

Harris said the basic problem 
today, selling any type of Mass 
Transit System to the general public 
is who is going to pay for it. "Our 
greatest concern," he said, "is the 
fact we must recognize the vital 
need for a people- mover system. 

Insta-Glide, according to Harris, 
is a fully automated, light guideway 
transit system employing 
electrically propelled vehicles 
running on an exclusive guideway, 
either in disconnected trains or as a 
separate unit, as needed. 

"While we continue to develop and 
build the proposed system in 
Houghton, we feel the need for a 
people mover system at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport as it is vital to 
our economy. 

If implemented, the system would 
be installed in two phases, according 
to Harris. Phase I would probably 
run from the airport postoffice to 
Berry International terminal to 
United Airlines building to 
International Hotel, including 
parking areas of those buildings.

The development moved one step nearer fulfillment last week when the 
Planning Commission voted 6-2 to approve, and sent it to last night’s City 
Council meeting which was scheduled to set a public hearing on the matter. 

When it comes before the City Council five votes are necessary for passage 

In last week’s 6-2 vote, Duane Martin and Beverly McAnally were the onl> 
two to vote against the church-sponsored project. Hulan Yates, Jack Barton 
Ray Cantrell, Harry Wolf, Ron Makino and Joe Kochanoski approved it 
Planning Commission Chairman, Don Treder, only votes to break a tie. 

Warrendale Community Church, which is sponsoring the senior adult 
complex, has been appearing before city officials since last May seeking 
approval of their apartments which will house anyone 55 years of age or older 

Rev. Robert Armstrong, pastor of the church, appeared before the Planning 
Commission and gave an excellent presentation, according to Kochanoski. 

"There’s a lot of people who didn’t understand what the church wanted to 
do " he said. "I think it’s a wonderful project for the City of Romulus and will 
not only help our senior citizens, but will also provide additional taxes. 

It’s estimated the senior adult complex, which will be built in two-stages and 
have 240 apartment units, will pay $192,000 in water and sewer tap fees before 

they even break ground. , ,, 

"Then we’ll be paying approximately $55,000 in real estate taxes each year, 
said a church spokesman. "It will be beneficial to the entire population of 
Romulus. When these senior adults move in, they will be patronizing local 
stores, thus helping the entire community to prosper."

Next to be introducted were the 
two judges who serve the 34th 
strict Court, James B. Stone and 
Henry Zaborowski added, "It’s the 
employees who really suffer.

equipment 

Romulus Fire Chief John Wilhide 
climbed the 50-foot ladder mounted 
on the fire truck and demonstrated 
how it worked 

The open house, which also 
included movie cartoons, a 
magician and a down was planned 
to acquaint the public with the 
operation of the service center, 
explained Haze Wilson, manager of 
customer relations 

Occupied last November, the 
center is a single story building 
located in the Metroplex Industrial 
Park at MidcDebelt and Ecorse 
Roacfc It houses installation and 
repair crews and provides space for 
some 80 telephone service vehicles 

Wilson said the telephone crews 
operating out of the center serve 
customers in Romulus and Taylor 
and portions of Dearborn Heights, 
Wayne, Westland, Inkster and 
Brownstown Township 


The woeful inadequacy of the 
present court house and the long- 
standing need for a new, modern 
facility are well known. 

"We have been painfully aware, 
over the last five years, that the 
probation officer has had to work out 
of a space formerly used as a clothes 
closet. We have known that clerks 
often had to go outside the building 
to gain access to some of the more 
than 300,000 records kept at the 
court. We were fully advised of the 
"less than perfect’ condition of the 
court room areas. 

"We realize that of the 15 district 
courts located in Wayne County, the 
34th covers approximately one- 
fourth of the total geographic area 
and has jurisdiction over a region 
containing some 65,000 inhabitants, 
not counting the nine million persons 
that pass through Metropolitan 
Airport yearly., 

Stewart pointed out that last year 
the court processed approximately 
17,500 criminal cases and over 2,500 
civil ones, for which state law 
requires records by kept for seven 
years. 

"Regretably, we have not been 
able to act faster to alleviate these 
pressing problems of inadequate 
storage and working space. 

"However, today, thanks to a 
federal grant of $931,000 obtained 
through the d fl ligent efforts of many 
people but especially Congressman 
William' D. Ford, we can look 
forward, in tne^near future, to 
having one of the^fiicst court 
facilities in the state." 

Stewart cited the new court 
as marking another step in th 
continued orderly growth and 
development sought for Romulus 
and surrounding communities. 

"Working in close cooperation 
with our friends and neighbors from 
Belleville, Sumpter, Van Buren and 
Huron, we will strive to provide the 
best judicial services we can to the 
residents of this area. 

"Thank you for coming and 
sharing the occasion with us." 

In addition to the five 
communities supporting the court, 
Metropolitan Airport, operated by 
the Wayne County Road 
Commission, is also included in the 
court’s jurisdiction. 

Covering approximately 112 sq. 
miles, 34th Dist. Court collected 
$569,865 in fines, costs a nd bonds and 
processed 274 felonies during the 
last fiscal year. 

The 34th Dist. Court replaced nine 
justice of the peace courts on Jan. 1, 
1969, and is one of the largest of 98 
Michigan State court districts in 
geographical size. 

Although located in Romulus, the 
34th District. Court is not a 
department of city government, but 
is part of the judicial system of the 
state. The two judges who serve the 
court are elected to six-year terms 
by the district-at-large. Judge Stone 
will be up for re-election in 1978. 
Judge Zaborowski’s term runs until 
1980. 

The court employs 15 people, 
including two judges, two court 
recorders; two court officers, one 
court administrator, me probation 
officer and seven clerks. The state 
and the five local communities 
served by the court share in 
providing their salaries 
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3 residents are degree candidates at MSU

Romuius residents.

A proposal to allow attorneys to publicly disclose 
the areas of law which they practice and list those 
areas in the Yellow’ Pages of the telephone directory 
leads the list of issues to be debated and voted on 
Saturday in Lansing by the State Bar of Michigan’s 
Representative Assembly. 

Attorneys in Michigan already have been given 
the right to list biographical and professional 
information in the Yellow- Pages Michigan is the 
first state to allow this type of "advertising". The 
addition of areas of practice could be an important 
service for consumers. 

The 174-member Representative Assembly, 
which is made up of elected lawyer-representatives 
from the State’s judicial districts, will convene at 
Long’s Convention Center at 10 a m. Saturday. 

Other important issues to come before the 
assembly include a request for Bar endorsement of 
legislation which would provide heroin allotments 
to dependent addicts and federal legislation 
banning manufacture or importation of hand guns 
in Michigan except by law enforcement officials, 
licensed security guards and target shooting clubs. 

The 16,000 member State Bar presently is 
prohibited from disclosing areas of practice by the 
Code of Professional Responsibility which governs 
lawyer conduct. 

The 7-man committee which recommended the 
proposed plan to the Representative Assembly 
argues that abandoning this restriction "will make 
possible the wide dissemination of information 
which will make legal services more accessible to 
the public."

A group of Romulus Eager 
Reavers hosted a day-lcng open 
house last week to raise the money 
to pay their utility bill, and to inform 
the public of their very special 
recreation program. 

The young people selling 
homemade crafts, jelly and bread, 
serving lunch and welcoming 
visitors are members of the 
Romulus Eager Beavers 
Association for Retarded Citizens. 
The non-profit organization occupies 
an unused building next to old Cory 
School in Romulus several times a 
week to provide recrational 
activities for about 25 retarded 
persons in the area. 

Courses in arts and crafts, 
exercise, commercial art, cooking, 
and leisure time activities are 
provided on Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings and Saturday afternoons. 

The building use is donated by the 
Romulus Community Schools, but 
the association must pay the utility 
bill. Fund-raising events such as the 
open house, a bake sale earlier in 
March and a raffle in February help 
pay the bills. Aside from that, the 
funding for the program depends on 
community donations, and has also 
come from the Romulus Recreation 
Department. Organizations such as 
the Romulus Progressive Club 
and Jaycees have supported the 
association, too, said Geneva Clark, 
the original founder of the service 
for retarded citizens. 


United Community 
Services funded 
the camp program... 


The program began in 1972 as a 
summer day camp that lasted eight 
weeks each year. Ms. Clark works 
for Family and Neighborhood 
Services in Romulus, and 
spearheaded the formation of the 
day camp service when she saw the 
need for the program for that 
segment of the population. 

United Community Services 
funded the camp program for two 
years, but since 1974, the group has 
depended on donations from the 
recreation department and civic 
organizations. 

Last December, the evening 
recreation program was started to 
supplement the summer day camp 
with an added winter program, said 
Ms. Clark. 

Volunteers give their time to staff 
the program, with the help of a very 
active parents group that makes 
policy decisions, she added. 


The group is recognized by the 
National Association for Retarded 
Citizens. 

The association also goes on 
various other outing in addition to 
the recreation and day camp 
activities, said Ms. Clark. 

They estimate their target 
population to be about 42 students of 
the Romulus schools, identified as 
mentally handicapped. Their goal is 
to create better public 
understanding of mental 
retardation, provide an opportunity 
for socialization for the retarded 
person and family, and help that 
person meet his or her potential. 
They fill a void by offering the 
recreational programs sometimes 
lacking for retarded citizens 
because of their handicaps.

An editorial opinion 


Van Buren raises, symptom of the non-decision era 


On March 2nd of this year, 
ANP devoted this space to an 
editorial opinion concerning 
Congressional pay increases 
that took effect without a 
vote of our elected 
representatives. 

We attempted at that time 
to point out the dangers in a 
system that provided mere 
mortal-man with control 
over his own designated 
Income, that is, the right to 
set his own rate of pay 
without answering to anyone. 

Unfortunately the point we 
attempted to make was 
either ignored or completely 
missed. 

Last week, the Van Buren 
Board of Trustees by 'non- 
decision', agreed to accept 
pay raises that were 
recommended by their 
appointed Compensailon 
Commission. 

The Van Buren 


Compensation Commission, 
a five member board whose 
members are appointed by 
T own ship Supervisor 

Patricia Cullln, is charged 
with the responsibility of 
controlling the 'pay increase 
purse strings' for elected 
officials of the township. 
That action by the Van Buren 
Board of Trustees now 
provides the community 
with a perfect example of the 
shortcomings of a system, 
that allows elected officials 
to make a grab for the 
citizens pocket book with out 
the requirement of a vote. 

The Van Buren Officers 
Compensation Commission 
is patterened after the State 
Officers Compensation 
Commission (SOCC), and 
operates under provisions of 
PtjbllcrAa T75, of the Public 
Acts of 1974. 

That Act provides for the 
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Ask the Governor: 
About 'Seafarer' 


Q: Why did you veto Seafarer and why did you veto it after all the facts were 
presented? 

GOVERNOR: When I traveled to the U.P., I did not intend to make a final 
decision regarding Project Seafarer. This has been difficult and controversial 
issue, and I have tried very hard in the last months to be as open and as 
objective about it as I possibly could be. 

I have felt it was important that all of us have the greatest amount of 
information that could be made available to us. I think what has happened has 
resulted in more information and more knowledge and more understanding of 
the basic issues and questions involved, than if an action had been taken some 
months ago. 

We hadnoped to have this matter resolved last year. I initially was told the 
review process would be completed in August, then October. But only recently 
did we receive the results. 

Based on my review of the environmental impact statement, I cannot accept 
the view that Seafarer is without detrimental environmental impact. Initially, 
we were told it would encompass 2,500 square miles, then 3.000 and later 3,500. 
Now the environmental impact statement indicates it would be 4,000 square 
miles, but that there would have to be a test period before the final decision 
could be determined. — - * 

We also were told that 65 percent of the system would be built on existing 
rights of way, a deviation from the original assurances that 90 percent of the 
system could be built on existing rights of way. 

Another deviation, contrary to original assurances that land could be 
restored, is that a minimum 10-foot wide strip would be left open, without trees, 
above the cables for repair trucks. 

All information I have received from the U P., whether in referenda that 
were held, the volume of mail I received and my recent trip there, indicates an 
overwhelming rejection of Proiect Seafarer on the part of its residents. 

Finally, I received during my travels in the U P., a communication from the 
Secretary of Defense which failed to re-affirm in an acceptable manner in 
keeping with understandings from the very beginning, the authority of the 
governor to act on behalf of the people. 

I concluded in light of the shifting of the dates and priorities, in the light of my 
interpretations up to this point of the environmental impact, in the light of the 
lack of documentation of the health impacts of this project, in the light of 
substantial public opinion and in light of the letter I received from the Secretary 
of Defense, that the time had come to act. 

Q: Why does the state need to build more prison facilities? 

GOVERNOR: The state faces a crucial and critical shortage of space in its 
existing facilities. Presently, we are about 1,300 persons over our desirable 
capacity, and that figure is expected to climb to 2,500 by the end of this year. 
Temporary beds are set up in hallways, along the bulkheads of cell blocks, in 
recreational rooms and even in a converted garage 

The executive and legislative branches must deal with this problem quickly; 
it would be a disservice to the residents of Michigan to do otherwise. 

There are several reasons for the sudden increase in prison population. The 
Recorder’s Court of the City of Detroit has a backlog of 1,300 cases. While 
alleviating a portion of the backlog, they are making more commitments to 
prison. The recently enacted mandatory 2-year sentence for felonies in which 
guns are used, also has contributed to the increase. There also has been a 
decline in the use of probation, which means more prisoners are coming into the 
system than in previous years. 

Let me repeat. 

As of this writing, state prison facilities were planned to handle 11,392 persons 
yet there are more than 13,000 persons in the system. Projections indicate that 
by the end of the year, we will have a prison population of approximately 14,000. 
The need is there now for increased correctional facilities, and we, as a state, 
must respond to that need. 

Q: Can 1 donate my body, por a part of my body, after my death to science or 
another person? How do I go about it? 

GOVERNOR: The state enacted the first anatomical gift act in 1970, which 
allows for any individual, sound of mind and 18 years or older, to give all or any 
part of his body to specified groups or individual, upon his death. 

A person can donate his body, or part of it, to any hospital, surgeon, 
physician, accredited medical or dental school, bank or storage facility, for 
medical or dental education, research, advancement of the medical or dental 
science, therapy or transplantations A person also can donate to a specific 
individual for therapy or transplantation needed by him 

A person can make this donation by will or by another document. The 
document, which usually is a card which the donor carries on him, must be 
signed by the donor’s presence. Last year I signed a bill which allows for a 
person to indicate on his or her driver’s license if they wish to make an 
anatomical gift. 



appointment ot 
Compensation Commissions 
through our State, for the 
avowed purpose of removing 
the question of pay raises for 
elected officials, from those 
elected officials, and turning 
that respojsibility over to an 
unbiased group of citizens. 

In reality, the only purpose 
served by those commissions 
has been to remove from the 
heat, our dedicated elected 
officials, when pay increases 
are approved. 

Prior to the passage of 
Public Act 175, your elected 
representative had to stand 
and be counted, when the 
motion to increase his pay 
was made. He was required 
to vote on any increase, at a 
public meeting, on the 
record. There was never any 
question about who 
supported the pay raise, or 
who had not. 

Today, under the 
provisions of the Act, the five 
appointed members of the 
Compensation Commission, 
make a recommendation the 
size of pay raises to the board 
of trustees or city council, 
and their recommendation 
takes effect automatically 
unless that body votes 
against it. In the case of the 
Van Buren raises, the Board 
of trustees must vote against 
the recommended raises 
prior to April 1st, and by 
taking no action, and making 
no-decision, they will be in 
effect, granting themselves a 
raise, and the taxpayer who 


will have to pick up the bill, 
no longer knows which of his 
representatives to scratch 
off his list of candidates to 
support at the next election. 

The Van Buren grab for the 
taxpayer's wallet, is also a 
good example of how the 
game can be played if the 
Supervisor is very selective 
in appointing people to the 
Compensation Commission. 

The commission 
Chairperson Carol Premo, 
served as the campaign 
manager for Pat Cullln's 
successful election to the 
Supervisor's office. To make 
doubly sure that the 
commission would be 
responsive to the needs of 
Van Buren's elected 
officials, Supervisor Cullln 
also appointed Tom Welty to 
that post. Welty was also a 
very active worker for the 
Cullin campaign. 

It is bad enough that our 
elected officials can now 
grant themselves a pay raise 
without having to be 
identified with the cause, but 
for them to also stack the 
commission with people who 
might have a difficult time 
resisting their lobbying 
efforts, should be the last 
straw. A watchdog group 
should be formed for the 
purpose of bringing the facts 
before the people. We agree, 
but would go one step 
further. We feel that it is 
time for the citizens of our 
community to band 
together. 


Some of our elected 
officials may have forgotten 
that your are the boss, that 
they must report to. It might 
just be time to remind them. 

We think that it is time for 
the Compensation 
Commission charade to end. 

Associated Newspapers 
will actively support any 
effort to amend, by a vote of 
the people, he Charter of 
Van Buren Township, for the 
purpose of disallowing the 
continued operation of any 


compensation commissions, 
now or in the future.

I’ve always loved rockin’ chairs. 

Don’t ask me why. Maybe it’s because you get to 
move effortlessly back and forth. You really don’t 
seem to accomplish much in rockin’. It’s a lot of 
movement but very little progress. 

Someone has said that worrying is like rocking 
— it gives you something to do but doesn’t get you 
anywhere. 

But there’s something soothing about rocking in 
a favorite rockin’ chair. You can just close your 
eyes, lean your head back and gently move back 
and forth. It’s a great way to ease your worries 
and cares — and a fine way to relax. 

Do you own a rockin’ chair? If you do, then you 
know what I’m talking about. If you don’t, you’ve 
missed one of the great simple pleasures in life. 
I’ve got a favorite old padded rocker in our 
finished off, panelled basement. It’s worn and it 
groans each time I use it. Creak. ..creak. ..creak... 

I call it my “thinking chair” because every time 
I have a problem to solve I head for tfce padded 
rocker. (That’s better than heading for a padded 
cell). Leaning back, I ponder a solution to my 
problem as I move back and forth. 
Creak. . Creak . . creak. . .

If there is one concern which over-rides all 
others for professionals in the health care 
industry, it is the costs of delivering the service. 

While no one will deny that costs of 
hospitalization have risen steeply in the past 
decade, these increases must be examined in the 
light of a myriad of events which all contribute to 
the general inflation. 

First, and this has been said in a previous 
column, the hospital industry is a people-intensive 
operation with approximately 70 percent of the 
over all budget going for salaries, wages, and 
fringe benefits. 

What is being said here is that hospital 
employees for years subsidized the costs of 
hospitalization by working for wages and salaries 
which were considerably lower than those offered 
in industry 

An RN, for example, just ten years ago worked 
for an average salary of $465.00 per month. A 
salary which has since been adjusted several 
times, and properly so, to reflect the training and 
responsibilities of this one classification. 

Newer, more sophisticated methods and 
equipments have been added to hospitals’ 
capabilities to extend and provide better quality of 
life 

However, basic economics clearly state that 
with newer equipment and more complicated 
methodology, better trained (and more) personnel 
are needed in the hospital These new personnel 
must be paid, and the new equipments must be 
purchased The people who ultimately pay for 
these advancements must be the consumers of the 
service 

As indicated in an earlier paragraph, the 
providers of health care services are working hard 
to contain costs, while simultaneously providing 
the services which are demanded by the 
communities. 

Each PCHA hospital supports a Utilization 
Review Committee (URC). This committee meets 
on a regularly scheduled basis to consider or

..Will it leave an odor on my skin and my 
clothing, or in my hair? 

When a person drinks diet pop does he... 


review cases involving overstay, understay, or 
cases where hospitalization may have been 
unnecessary 

This represents one constant monitor on 
hospitalization which has the net effect of reducing 
length of stay and hence cost to the consumer. 

During the past, 1976, calendar year, Blue Cross 
capped increases to participating hospitals at 110 
percent of the previous year’s costs. 

Simply stated, this means that Blue Cross would 
allow only a 10 percent increase in costs, despite 
the fact that hospital costs in some areas 
increased more than 10 percent. 

And there are indications that again this 
calendar year there will be another cost cap 
applied by the Blues. 

PCHA, because 45 percent of its income is 
realized from reimbursement by Blue Cross, will 
again have to live within a cap But it becomes 
difficult to provide salary and wage adjustments, 
hire personnel, and maintain a high-quality 
professional posture under the constraints 
imposed by a principal source of revenue. 

At the risk of over-simplifying an extremely 
complex accounting procedure, we must attempt 
to define in general terms how Blue Cross arrives 
at its reimbursement schedule. 

First, the reader must understand that Blue 
Cross does not pay hospital charges. Rather, the 
Blues pay our costs, as those costs are defined by 
themselves! 

And the same situation obtains with 
reimbursement from Medicare and Medicaid — 
two payors who represent 31 percent of hospital 
revenue. Hence, in 76 percent of our revenue, our 
hospitals are not paid the full costs of providing 
the services. 

The obvious question :hen, is where does the 
difference in revenue come from, between costs 
and reimbursement? 

The difference is made up by those 24 percent of 
our patients who are covered by commercial 
insurance carriers or who pay their own bills out 
of pocket

without the 0.4-mill assessment levied each year 
on the 24 communities comprising the Authority. 
Although, historically PCHA has always been 
able to operate its hospitals out of operating 
revenue, with the assessment being applied to 
debt service requirements. 

This assessment — it amounts to 1.8-million 
dollars for the coming fiscal year — is spread 
against the State Equalized Valuation (SEV) of 
each community. 

The assessment this year runs from 173- 
thousand dollars owed by the City of Taylor to 7- 
thousand dollars owed by the newest member of 
PCHA, the City of Belleville. 

An important distinction must be made at this 
point. Neither PCHA nor any of the other eight 
hospital authorities in Michigan has a statutory 
authority to tax. 

The hospital authorities levy an assessment, and 
the communities pay this assessment in any 
manner approved by their legislative bodies Most 
of the member communities spread a 0.4-mill 
special assessment over and above the millage 
allowed in the Charter for operations. 

Some communities levy a portion of the 0.4 
millage against the property owners and pick up 
the difference from operating costs. 

In either instance, it is the communities who 
spread the levy. 

From time to time the question comes up, ‘Just 
what do we get for our 0.4-mill assessment?’ 

The obvious answer, of course, is the fact that 
there exists four — soon to be five — general, 
short-term, acute-care hospitals in the suburban 
areas to deliver quality health care services. It is 
doubtful that these hospitals would exist without 
an authority-like statute being enacted. 

In addition to the existance of the hospitals, each 
member community is represented on the Board 
of Directors as a function of community census. 

This means, then, that the communities in 
addition to owning the hospitals also control 
totally the policy and philosophy of operation 
through the Board

Someone becomes a key 
committee person. It can be any member with time to give, and in this case it 
was Auxiliary President Betty Chapman who was able to be the receiver of 
phone calls, record all incoming mail and open an account for the Michael Wirts 
Fund. 

The list of helpers from the post and auxiliary then became too large to name 
each person, but each one’s job was needed and worthwhile. On this project 
included moving furniture, such as a hospital bed and table from the DAV loan 
closet and a wheelchair loaned by Mr. and Mrs. Roy Carter (he is second vice- 
commander of the post).

Survey should be 


of public record 


To the Editor: 

This is addressed to the parents of 
children in the Van Buren School 
District. 

On election Day, March 21, I 
conducted a survey a^ Precinct No. 
1. This survey covered two items, 
which were (1) what qualities do 
people want in a new high school 
principal, and (2) who would people 
like to see as principal of the high 
school. 

I plan to review this information 
with the Board of Education at a 
special meeting on April 4. While 
this information should be made 
public, as it is a clear ind cation of 
the desire of the voters, I feel it is the 
school board’s responsibility to do 
so. However, here are two very 
important which can be revealed: 

(1) People have very definite 
feelings on what characteristics a 
principal should possess, and 

(2) People have very strong 
convictions as to who the new high 
school principal should be. 


I feel that the information 
regarding specific individuals 
should not be made public as it may 
create an undue hardship on those 
individuals who were mentioned. In 
this case I feel it is up to the school 
board to get to the speople and re- 
affirm the findings that were made 
so clear in the survey 1 conducted. 

This decision has long-range 
effects because, if the new principal 
is at Belleville High School as long 
as the existing principal, he will be 
in charge of the high school and he 
will be responsible for the education 
of approximately 1 1 ,000 of our future 
citizens. 

In conclusion, I feel that the 
survey will be helpful to the school 
board in making the proper selection 
because this single action is the 
cornerstone of resolving many of the 
problems that exist at Belleville 
High School today.

Some problems, 

some solutions 


The legislature is, as I see it, not so much a 
lawmaking body as it is a problem-solving body. 
As the direct representative of the people, the 
problems of the people become its problems. 

This is reflected in a variety of very new laws 
which are designed to solve, in various ways 
specific problems. These laws go into effect March 
30. They are laws which when passed by the 
legislature, were not given immediate effect or a 
specified effective date. When this happens, the 
law becomes effective 90 days after final 
adjournment of the legislative session, which this 
year fell on March 30. 

Here are the problems, and this is what was 
done about them. 

PROBLEM: The experiences of citizens 
throughout the state indicate that consumers are 
being victimized by a variety of unscrupulous 
business practices. They showed the need for 
comprehensive consumer protection in Michigan. 

Existing laws were not broad enough to 
adequately protect consumers from deceptive and 
abusive trade practices. Governmental agencies 
could rarely act swiftly enough to halt deceptive 
business tactics when they were first started. 
Thus, countless consumers could suffer losses and 
the unscrupulous enterprise could even have 
departed from the state before any action could be 
taken. 

Further, it was difficult for consumers to 
receive compensation for suffering or loss from 
unfair trade practices. 

SOLUTION: The newly effective consumers 
protection act spells out 29 illegal trade practices, 
gives the attorney general authority to take quick 
action to halt such activities, makes it easier for 
victimized consumers to obtain redress in the 
courts, and allows state regulatory agencies to 
investigate businesses under their jurisdiction 
which are suspected of engaging in illegal trade 
practices. 

The attorney General will be able to obtain 
temporary or permanent court injunctions to stop 
unlawful acts that are being committed or about to 
be committed. The Attorney General or individual 
citizens can bring actions to obtain relief for 
victimized consumers. A court would be able to 
order reimbursement, the completion of a 
transaction according to the customer’s 
satisfaction, or limit or strike down objectionable 
clauses in contracts. 

The illegal practices include such things as 
misleading a consumer about credit terms, taking 
advantage of a person’s inability to understand a 
contract, indicating that a repair or replacement 


part is needed when it is not, advertising goods 
with no intent to sell as advertised, saying 
something is free when actually there are strings 
attached, failing to return a deposit or down 
payment if a deal does not go through, coercing or 
harassing a consumer with a sales presentation, 
indicating goods are new when they are not, 
confusing a customer about his rights or 
obligations in a transaction, giving mis-leading 
information about where a product or services 
come from, and indicating goods or services or 
stating a person has sponsorship, approval, 
characteristics, uses benefits or qualities they do 
not have. 

PROBLEM: There are many people who not 
only do not smoke, but find tobacco smoke 
offensive. They may even be allergic to tobacco 
smoke. These people maintain they should not be 
exposed to smoke if they choose not to be. This is 
especially true for non-smokers in hospitals where 
patients may find smoking offensive or harmful. 

SOLUTION: A series of bills effective March 30 
take several approaches to this problem. One of 
them bans smoking in food sections of grocery 
stores. However, a smoking area could be 
established if isolated from the retail food area. It 
will be up to the store owner to post “No Smoking’’ 
signs. Once he does so, the customer who 
smokes, and not the store, will be responsible for 
violations of the law. 

A second new law will require restaurants which 
seat 50 or more to provide a section for non- 
smokers. The non-smoking section is to be clearly 
marked by a sign. 

Two other measures require hospitals, nureing 
homes and homes for the aged to adopt policies 
regulating smoking. Patients are to be given a 
choice of a smoking or non-smoking room, visitors 
would not be allowed to smoke in non-smoking 
rooms, staff will not be able to smoke in patients’ 
rooms or while performing duties in the presence 
of patients, visitors and staff will be allowed to 
smoke in designated areas, and smoking would be 
restricted to private rooms, rooms with other 
smokers or designated smoking areas. 

PROBLEM: In a free society, citizens must 
have the right to attend meetings of governmental 
bodies. However, although there was a law which 
guaranteed this right, it was somewhat vague and 
very difficult to support. There was a need for a 
better and more effective law. 

SOLUTION: The newly-effective open meetings 
act requires that meetings of governmental bodies 


Ed. 
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be open to the public, and contains provisions and 
penalties to ensure that public bodies comply with 
the law. It also requires advance notice of public 
meetings, except in certain limited emergency 
situations. 

The law covers any State, County, City, 
Township or village governing body, School 
Boards, College or University Governing Boards, 
and any elective or appointive body that performs 
a governmental function. 

There will be only a few cases under which a 
meeting can be closed to the public. They include 
meetings called to consider the dismissal or 
discipline or an employee or student, discuss 
collective bargaining strategy, consider the 
purchase or lease of property, and to consider 
material which by law must remain confidential. 

PROBLEM: A long-used industrial chemical 
known as polychlorinated biphenyl (PCB) has 
appearing in alarming concentrations in the Great 
Lakes It has caused death and reproductive 
failure in many forms of Great Lakes fish and fish 
eating birds and animals and is recognized as a 
health hazard to humans. 

SOLUTION: Another of the new laws will 
virtually phase out the sale and use of PCB in 
Michigan, except in closed systems in electric 
transformers or under special permission of the 
department of natural resources. 

PROBLEM: Conventional fossil fuels are 
becoming an increasingly scarce and costly form 
of energy. In tests and practice, solar energy has 
been shown to be a plentiful, non polluting and less 
expensive — once it is installed — alternative. 
Solar energy development and use should be 
encouraged. 

SOLUTION: A package of newly-effective laws 
grants sales and property tax exemptions for 
materials used in converting conventional heating 
and cooling systems in homes and commercial 
buildings to systems powered by solar energy.

Distortion of facts 


Mr. Bonczek’s statements concerning the 
charges I have made about the city administra- 
tion’s waste of taxpayers money stand as a classic 
example that distortion of facts and ignorance 
loom as the greatest barriers to our city’s 
progress. 

Mr. Bonczek is brand new to the city of Romulus 
and obviously is not aware of what has taken 
place, even though he is the highest paid employee 
of the city. 

He is paid an annual salary of $20,000 plus fringe 
benefits exceeding even the mayor’s salary by 
$ 1 , 100 . 

Now, he becomes a firebrand authority on 
Romulus, where he has only recently moved. He 
should at least know what he is talking about. 

The fact is that all but one of the highest paid 
employees in the grants department are persons 
who live in Romulus. These highly paid 
employees live in Wayne, Detroit, Highland Park 
and Ann Arbor and Mr. Boneczek lives in Morgan 
Manor. They are not the long term unemployed 
other whom Mr. Bonczek shed crocodile tears of 
Romulus. 

If Mr. Bonczek was thorough, he would have 
known that the previous administration s grant 
administrator was hired in December 1974 and 
held the office for a little more than a year — not 
two years. 

During that time, the department was made 
functional and the majority of the present 
programs were initiated. Of the $3,405,000 
anticipated in federal funds, $1,876,000 was 
generated by the previous administration. 


If he were truthful, he would report also that 
preliminary work and plans for the court and fire 
hall projects were done before he came to work for 
the city, and the planning and preparation for the 
archery range was done by the recreation 
department over the past two years. 

The grants department, despite the influx of 
additional personnel, is not running efficiently. 

As example, the city was eliminated from 
competition for an Area Service Center through 
the Wayne County Block Grant Council because 
the previous grants department failed to meet a 
simple deadline with an application. 

Let’s cite another blunder. Although the 
previous administration obtained a preliminary 
approval for $293,000 grant for sewer expansion, 
the present mayor failed to pursue th* grant. Now 
he has gerrymandered the program and wants to 
use our own taxpayers’ money to do the work. 

Still another example; Mr. Bonczek points to a 
$17,000 surplus in CETA funds in an attempt to 
show that he was under enrolled. It is a fact that 
the money has been frozen since the first of the 
year and will be returned to the county because it 
was not used to help the long-term unemployed 
and underemployed of Romulus. 

Mr. Bonczek, are you are aware of what is going 
on under your nose in City Hall? Why haven’t you 
applied to the Department of Labor to rehire, 
under CETA, the laid-off regular employees and 
terminated CETA employees, especially since 
you claim a surplus of funds? 

Under the Carter administration’s new 
programs, the city will no longer receive funds to

play with. Under new CETA program guidelines, 
Romulus’ share should be increased from 24 to 30 
positions.

A final thought about the administrative 
blunders of the CETA program I, among others,

9-point plan attacks traffic safety woes 


Secretary of State Richard H 
Austin has released a 9-point 
legislative package which he 


believes comprises a comprehensive 
attack on critical safety traffic 
problems in Michigan. 


Included in the program are 
measures which will reduce the 
likelihood of heavy truck accidents 


New smoking restrictions 
go into effect on April 1 


New restrictions will be imposed 
on smoking in certain public places 
beginning iriday when three new 
laws become effective in Michigan, 
according to State Health Director 
Dr Maurice S Reizen. 

Dr Reizen recalled that the State 
Legislature last year adopted 
amendments to existing legislation 
that will regulate smoking activities 
in restaurants, nursing homes, 
homes for the aged and grocery 
stores. A law that became effective 
in February last year exercises the 
same control over hospitals. 

Reizen enumerated the basic 
requirements of the new' laws: 

— All food service establishments 
with a seating capacity of 50 or more 
persons, including all restaurants 
and canteens dispensing food and 
beverage from vending machines, 
must make available an area for 
non-smokers that is clearly 
designated. A sign also must be 
posted at the entrance to the dining 
area noting that a non-smokers’ 
area is provided 


— Licensed nursing homes and 
homes for the aged will have to 
prohibit smoking in their facilities 
except in areas designated for the 
purpose. All smoking areas must be 
posted, as well as each entrance to a 
facility. 

Further, tobacco products may 
not be sold or dispensed in a facility 
except as provided for by the owner 
or governing board, eating areas 
must be divided into sections for 
smokers and non-smokers, staff and 
visitors may smoke only in 
designated areas, and patients when 
admitted must be asked for their 
preference as to placement in a 
room with smokers or non-smokers. 

Hereafter, each such facility to be 
licensed must have an adopted 
policy for regulating smoking on the 
premises, and such policies must 
include the foregoing stipulations as 
minimum requirements. 

The same minimum requirements 
have applied to all licensed hospitals 
in Michigan since Feb. 20, 1976. 


Grocery stores, or any 
establishment engaged in retailing 
cold or room temperature food for 
home consumption, will have to 
prohibit smoking on the premises 
and post signs to that effect Stores 
will have the option of providing a 
designated smoking area for 
employees and the public, but it 
must be isolated from the retail food 
area. 

Dr. Reizen said: “After the first of 
April both state and local health 
department field personnel, when- 
ever visiting food service 
establishments, nursing homes, 
homes for the aged, and hospitals, 
will be carefully checking for 
evidence of compliance with the new 
laws. The law governing grocery 
stores will be enforced by the 
Department of Agriculture. 

“The three new laws — Acts 38, 53, 
and 103 of 1976 — aside from their 
health implications, represent an 
effort on the part of lawmakers to 
make more equitable the rights of 
non-smokers in the state.”

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on tne state’s roadways. In recent 
months, Michigan has witnessed a 
number of crashes involving heavy 
tankers hauling flammable or 
explosive material. 

Austin is proposing that the 
legislature provide for a “classified 
driver license” system in Michigan 
— with different requirements for 
persons operating various different 
types of vehicles. Under his 
proposal, a driver who wished to 
operate large trucks, for example, 
would be tested specifically for the 
ability to handle that type of vehicle. 

He noted: “Under the present 
system, all drivers take the same 
road test. They may qualify for 
either a general license or a 
chauffeur license, depending simply 
on differences between their written 
exams Anyone with a chauffeur 
license legally is entitled to drive 
anything from a taxicab to a semi- 
tractor rig.” 

Austin for some time has been 
pushing for a changeover to a 
classified licensing system in 
Michigan; and the recent increase in 
tanker truck crashes has pointed up 
the urgency of the proposal. 

Austin also is calling for an end to 
point-free speeding violations as 
currently allowed under Michigan 
law Freeway speeders can now 
speed faster than the 55 MPH limit 
without getting points on their 
driving records unless they are 
convicted of exceeding the old 70 
MPH limit. 

He said his recommended change 
would be in line with other states 
and, most importantly, would give 
the Department of State authority to 
bring in for review at an earlier time 
drivers who tend to be traffic law 
violators 

Austin added that he is reviewing 
the department’s procedures for 
issuing restricted driver licenses to 
drivers called in for review due to 
physical deficiencies, excessive 
accidents, and high numbers of 
violation points. He is focusing 
attention primarily on impaired 
operators and violators who drive 
for work purposes. 

He intends to communicate with 
the state’s court system to effect 
closer harmony between the courts 
and the department in imposing 
sanctions against problem drivers. 

Austin also intends to ask the 
trucking industry and other firms, 
employing drivers of large vehicles 
and carriers of dangerous cargo, to 
constantly review the traffic safety 
experience of their employees and to 
exercise extreme care in assigning 
drivers with questionable safety 
records to high risk driving 
situations. 

• Austin hopes these measures 
against problem drivers will reduce 
future accidents and provide, for 
greater traffic safety among all 
drivers. 

Another concern reflected in his 


legislative program is motorcycle 
safety. In addition to proposing the 
addition of motorcycle driver 
training as an optional port of school 
driver training programs, he 
promised to continue his active 
opposition to any new attempt to 
repeal the present motorcycle safety 
helmet law. Such an attempt was 
made in 1976. The bill did not pass, 
but Austin says similar efforts are 
underway again this year. 

“The wearing of safety helmets 
clearly provides significant safety 
benefits to motorcyclists whose 
exposure to serious injury and death 
is much greater than for drivers of 
other types of vehicles,” he said 
“Both as Secretary of State and as 
chairman of the State Safety 
Commission, I intend to continue 
urging the legislature to stand by its 
previous good judgment and 
preserve the motorcycle helmet 


law.” He pointed out that fuel costs 
and shortages are rapidly expanding 
the role of motorcycles as standard 
elements in the traffic mix. 

Austin’s legislative program also 
would give police officers the 
authority to arrest and charge 
suspected drunk drivers who are 
involved in traffic crashes, even in 
cases where the officers did not 
personally witness the actual 
incident. This is not permitted under 
present law. 

Other parts of the package include 
establishing a 2-year probationary 
period for persons receiving their 
first driver license; providing the 
means for standardizing local 
bicycle registration programs; 
setting minimum tire safety 
requirements which would help 
curtail the use of dangerously worn 
or defective tires; and providing for 
mandatory safety belt usage.

Canton, Van Buren 
to get additional 

revenue from state 


Two townships in the 13th State 
Senatorial District, Canton and Van 
Buren, stand in line to receive state 
revenue sharing bonuses totaling 
$491,350 by July 1 because of a recent 
Attorney General’s opinion, 
according to Senate Majority 
Leader William Faust of Westland. 

“It gives me great satisfaction to 
see the state respond to the special 
financial needs of deserving units of 
local government,” Faust said. “It 
enables local government, which is 
the closest to the public, to carry out 
its duty to fill the vital needs of 
citizens.” 

A recent Attorney General’s 
opinion said censuses taken to 
determine the number of liquor 
licenses a unit of government 
qualifies for also could be used to 
determine whether communities 
qualify for bonus revenue sharing 
funds, according to Faust. Under a 
state revenue sharing act passed in 
1975, communities have been able to 
obtain additional funds, which are 
distributed partly on the basis of 
population, if specia 1 censuses taken 
between federal decennial censuses 
show the number of residents has 
increased by at least 15 percent. 


“It is essential the state provide 
the additional funds to these two 
communities, whose increases in 
population have resulted in a 
demand for expansions in public 
services,” Faust said. “With more 
comprehensive local programs, both 
old and new citizens will be better 
served.” 

Canton and Van Buren stand to 
receive about $397,750 and $93,600, 
respectively, because of population 
increases since the 1970 federal 
census, Faust said. Censuses 
certified by the Secretary of State 
showed that Canton’s population 
grew about 147 percent, while the 
number of residents of Van Buren 
jumped about 30.6 percent, he 
added. 

Besides the bonuses the two 
communities will receive, Canton 
and Van Buren will realize $275,650 
and $335,630, respectively, for the 
year ending June 30 inder the 
regular provisions of the revenue 
sharing act, Faust noted. Revenue 
sharing money comes from funds 
the state spreads among cities, 
villages, townships and counties and 
can be used to pay any local 
expenses, he added

Those four systems were selected 
from a field of 16 possible systems 
by the SEMTA Board of Directors 
during a special meeting recently. 
All 16 systems were computer-tested 
over the past 14 months, and 
evaluated based on their cost- 
effectiveness, economic and social 
and environmental impacts and 
economic development potential 

The four systems selected 
include: 

— Express bus service 
(technically known as intermediate 
level service) along Woodward 
Avenue from the Detroit central 
business district to Pontiac; express 
bus service along Gratiot from the 
Detroit Central Business District to 
Mount Clemens, and commuter rail 
service along Michigan Avenue to 
Ann Arbor. 

— Commuter rail service along 
Michigan Avenue to Ann Arbor, 
heavy rail service along Woodward 
to Eight Mile; and heavy rail service 
along Gratiot to Conner. 

— Commuter rail service along 
Michigan Avenue to Ann Arbor; 
light rail service along Woodward to 
16 Mile, and light rail service along 
Gratiot to 15 Mile. 

— The present regional transit 
system with programmed 

improvements to 1985. 

Each of the four systems also 
include a downtown People Mover. 
The People Mover would operate 
from Cobo Hall, west to Cass, along 
Cass to Grand River, east on Grand 
River to Randolph, south on 
Randolph to the river and back to 
Cobo Hall. * 

Heavy rail systems are 

distinguished from light rail 
systems in that heavy rail — 
commonly known as rapid transit — 
must be situated either above 
(elevated) or below (subway) 
ground. Light rail system, 

commonly associated with the 
modern day streetcars may be 
situated at grade (street) level, or 
grade separated like the heavy rail 
systems. 

TTie 14-month study, known as the 
Alternatives Analysis, began in 
December 1975. The purpose of the 
study is to identify the most viable 
and cost-effective transit system for 
this region in a 1990 time frame. The 
$1.2 million study is being financed 
by the federal government (80 
percent) and the State of Michigan 
(20 percent). The state also is 
providing funds for the $110,000 
economic and social development 
study and a $139,700 commuter rail 
study.

A final system will be selected by 
the new Board of Directors which 
takes effect April 15, 1977 That 
system must then be approved by 
the Federal Urban Mass 
Transportation Administration. If 
approved, the system will be 
financed by a combination of 
federal, state and local funding.

Task forces rejects dosing of hospital 


A community task force, 
established to review the operation 
of Wayne County General Hospital, 
has rejected the idea of closing the 
421- bed facility in Westland 
Task force members, meeting 
March 24, voted unanimously to 
adopt a declaration that ' ‘it is not the 
intent of this task force to 
recommend the closing of Wayne 
County General Hospital (WCGH).” 

The statement added: “Rather, it 
is our purpose to recommend ways 
to continue the hospital and 


strengthen its ability to resolve its 
problems and serve the health needs 
of the people of Wayne County.’* 

Dr. Ramon P. Joseph, the task 
force chairman, said the statement 
was adopted as the first action of the 
task force in order to re-assure 
WCGH patients and employees. 

He said the need for assurance 
arose from the fact that in calling 
for improvements at the hospital, a 
report by the Greater Detroit Area 
Hospital Council declared that “if all 
else fails/ consideration should be 


given to closing the hospital. 

The 15-member task force — 
representing business, labor, 
community groups, WCGH and 
county agencies — was appointed by 
John Barr, chairman of the County 
Board of Commissioners, to study 
the hospital council report and 
submit recommendations to the 
county board. 

The declaration against closing 
the hospital was drafted by a 
committee of five task force 
members — Nathaniel Brooks of 


Ex-county employee hired 
to govern general hospital 


New Detroit Inc.; Inkster City 
Councilman Patrick O’Neil; Marc 
Stepp, UAW International Vice- 
President; Robert Tell of the 
hospital council; and Louis 
Anderson of Michigan Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield. 

Dr. Joseph said the task force 
found that “a substantial number of 
citizens ...depend on this facility for 
all of their medical care”. 

Task force members agreed 
unanimously. Dr. Joseph said, that 
“the citizens of Wayne County need 
and are entitled to a health care 
facility which guarantees to all, 
regardless of their financial status, 


the highest quality of medical 
care’’ 

Dr. Joseph, who is director of 
internal medicine at WCGH, said the 
task force wanted to “firmly assure 
all employees and patients of the 
hospital that the hospital will 
continue to operate and will continue 


to be a leader in the delivery of 
modern health care.’. 

WCGH is staffed by faculty 
members of the University of 
Michigan Medical School. In 
addition to its in-patients, the 
hospital handles some 120,000 out- 
patient visits per year. 




A former Wayne County civil 
service employee, retired as 
executive secreatary to the County 
Board of Institutions, has been 
appointed by the County Board of 
Auditors to help govern Wayne 
County General Hospital in 
Westland. 

Martin Fleming, who retired as 
executive secretary last June after 
25 years of service, was appointed 
to succeed Richard T. Kelly, county 
auditor who resigned from the 5- 
member Board of Institutions, the 
hospital governing body. 

Kelly’s unexpired term ends Nov. 
30. Both the County Board of 
Auditors and Board of 
Commissioners appoint members to 
the Board of Institutions. 

By state law, the commissioners 
appoint three members for 2-year 
terms, and the auditors appoint two 
members for 3-year terms. 

As a hospital board member, 
Fleming said he will support 
continued operation of the hospital, 
state funding for an expanded 
Psychiatric Hospital and admitting 
privileges for private physicians. 

Fleming flatly opposed the idea of 
closing Wayne County General 
Hospital. The same position later 
was taken by a special task force set 
up to review the hospital’s role in the 
community. 

Fleming said the fact that the 
hospital medical staff consists of 
faculty from the intemationally- 
renowned University of Michigan 
Medical School “give our hospital an 
extra measure of excellence”. 

“Hie county is required by law to 
provide care for those who cannot 
afford to pay medical bills— the so- 
called medically indigent,” he said. 
“I believe the county should 
continue to provide that care in one 
of the best medical facilities in the 
State of Michigan— Wayne County 
General Hospital. 

“I’ve worked out there a number 
of years and know from my 
experience that the people of 
western Wayne County depend very 
heavily on Wayne County General 
Hospital for their medical needs.”

He also will push for 90 percent 
state funding of the Wayne County 
Psychiatric Hospital which has an 
annual budget of $7.6 million. 

“The Psychiatric Hospital clearly 
qualified as a community mental 
health facility, and therefore should

be 90 percent state-funded as 
provided in the Community Mental 
Health Services Act,” Fleming said. 

State funding would enable the 
financially-strapped county to 
increase the present 125-bed 
capacity of the Psychiatric Hospital. 

“The Psychiatric Hospital always 
is filled to capacity. A couple of 
weekends ago, they had to turn away 
14 patients who were brought in as 
emergency cases,” he said. “The 
present lack of sufficient capacity is 
a tragic situation for the mentally ill 
and their families.” 

In urging that the hospital be 


opened up to private physicians, 
Fleming commented: “I believe 
qualified private physicians in the 
community should have the ability 
to place their patients there. Many 
of our services and specialties are 
not available elsewhere. It also 
would increase in-patient usage of 
the hospital.” 

Also as a member of the hospital 
board, Fleming said, he will press 
for an intensified effort to work out 
the stumbling blocks which so far 
have kept private physicians from 
gaining admission privileges at

The kidnap- murders of seven 
suDurban Detroit area youngsters 
during the last two years has 
prompted State Rep. Robert Law 
(R-36th District) to seek a special 
legislative study committee to find 
ways of preventing such tragedies 

Law has introduced a resolution 
calling for creation of the special 
committee consisting of nine 
members to study this problem and 
report its findings to the entire 
legislature as soon as possible. 


“The State of Michigan and, more 
specifically the tri-county area of 
Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties, is fast approaching a crisis 
when i l comes to the ability to 
protect children from molesting, 
kidnapping and more permanent 
injury,” Law said “Law 


enforcement agencies, while 
functioning at a high level, have had 
great difficulty dealing with and 
further difficulty in preventing the 
opportunities for these kidnappings 
and molestings. 

“Because this situation has 
reached the crisis stage, it merits 
legislative consideration, in my 
opinion. We are. indeed, concerned 
about this very serious problem and 
we need to find ways of protecting 
our children from such attack.” 

“This is a good time to review the 
laws we have on the books, if any, 
that relate specifically to crimes 
committed against children” he 
added “Perhaps we can propose 
greater safety measures and 
provide better educational 
programs in cooperation with local 
schools.

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Health Code reported out 
for consideration by House 


The House of Representatives 
Public Health Committee has 
reported House Bill 4070, the Public 
Health Code, out of committee by a 
unanimous 11-0 vote 
Amendments to the bill now 
provide for separate licensure of 
dental hygienists, clarify the 
authority of licensing boards and the 
Department of Licensing and 
Regulation, and give public health 
officials greater flexibility in 


dealing with health facilities that 
violate licensing law's 
An amendment introduced by 
Rep. Stephen Monsma (D-Grand 
Rapids) establishes a licensing 
board for dental hygienists separate 
from the board of dentistry, boosting 
the number of health professional 
boards to 13. This is consistent with 
the decision by Judge William Beer 
of Oakland in a suit brought in 
Oakland County by dental 


hygienists. 

In a compromise amendment 
introduced by Rep Robert Geake 
(R-Northville) the Code now clearly 
states that chiropractors may 
perform diagnoses needed to 
determine the necessity for 
chiropractic care. It does prohibit 
the dispensation of drugs and 
incisive surgery or invasive 
procedures requiring 
instrumentation

Other amendments clarify 
authority in the Department of 
Licensing and Regulation, the 
licensing boards and the Health 
Occupations Council, a consumer- 
oriented board which will monitor 
licensure activities. The licensing 
boards will retain rule-making 
power directly concerned with 
examination and licensure of health 
professionals. 

The Department of Licensing and 
Regulation will investigate 
complaints against health 
providers. The appropriate board 
must be notified within five days of 
receipt of the written complaint. The 
amendments set a specific time 
limit of 45 days for investigative 
action and a reply to the 
complainant The department also 
was given authority to conduct 
hearings. 

Another amendment offers the 
State Public Health Department 
increased flexibility in dealing with 
non-complying health facilities and 
agencies by allowing several 
disciplinary options, such as 
discontinuing admissions, 
transfering selected patients out of a 
facility, reducing the licensed 
capacity of the facility or initiating 
misdemeanor proceedings. 

Rep. Ray Hood of Detroit, 
chairman of the House Public 
Health Committee, said he was 
pleased with the work the committee 
has done, which included many 
hours outside of its regular meeting 
schedule. 

Hood added that he was 
particularly pleased with the bi- 
partisan support the bill received.

Jelly beans and marshmallow chicks may be the choice 
of youngsters on spring’s most celebrated Sunday, but 
what about more sophisticated tastes? Most likely hand- 
dipped sweets are more appealing. 

Considering the cost of purchasing Easter baskets pre- 
filled with candies, why not try your hand at homemade 
candies. Two recipes you'll enjoy are Coconut Eclipses 
and Pastel Bonbons. Both are easy to prepare and so 
rewarding in flavor and texture. Actually, the no-cook 
mixtures make light work of the task. ^ 

Tender, moist, flaked coconut is used in both candies; 
semi-sweet chocolate in the Eclipses, only. The butter- 
sugar mixture of the Eclipses, which has flaked coconut 
blended right into it, is dropped by teaspoonfuls on wax 
paper. After firming, the candies are dipped in melted 
semi-sweet chocolate. 

For the Pastel Bonbons, you simply blend cream cheese 
and a few other ingredients, form into small balls, roll in 
flaked coconut and chill. You’re sure to show off these 
homemade sweets as proudly as Easter finery. 


Coconut Eclipses 


2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons water 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 cups unsifted confectioners sugar 


4 cup nonfat dry milk 

2 and two thirds cups (about) flaked coconut 

3 squares semi-sweet chocolate 

Melt butter in a saucepan; add water and vanilla. 
Combine sugar and nonfat dry milk. Gradually add to 
butter mixture, mixing well. Add coconut, and shape 
mixture into small balls. Place on wax paper and let stand 
until firm — about 15 minutes. Melt chocolate over hot 
water. Remove from hot water, and let stand until cool. 
Dip tops only of each candy in chocolate; place chocolate 
side up on w'ax paper, and let stand until, chocolate is firm. 
Makes about 36 confections. 

Pastel Bonbons 

I package (3 oz.) cream cheese 

Food coloring 

2 4 cups sifted confectioners sugar 

1 4 teaspoon vanilla 

Dash of salt 

Place cream cheese in a bowl and cream until soft and 
smooth. Add a few drops of food coloring to tint a pastel 
color. Add sugar gradually, blending well. Blend in 
vanilla and salt. Form into small balls, using 14 
teaspoons of mixture for each ball. Roll in coconut. Chill 
until firm. Makes about 2 dozen confections.

Maternity 
plant lacks 
blooms 


Kalanchoe tubiflora, alias 
Maternity Plant, is a nonflowering 
relative of Kalanchoe blossfeldiana 
and the other flowering kalanchoe 
varieties. 

It is a sun-loving succulent with 
fleshy stems and tube-shaped leaves 
that grow tiny rooted plantlets at 
the ends. The plantlets fall off 
whenever the plant is jostled or 
windblown. They root readily in 
sand, soil or vermiculite. 

The plant will do well in average 
home humidity and temperatures, 
but the cool side. A winter day 
temperature of 75 degrees is about 
maximum. Place the plant where it 
will get light from a sunny window. 

The soil is made up of equal parts 
loam, sand and peat to give good 
results. Allow the soil surface to dry 
between waterings, the experts 
advise. 

Kalanchoe tubiflora grows quickly 
if it’s not ovorpotted, and it 
propagates itself readily. The tub- 
shaped leaves shrivel and fall off 
after the plantlets drop, leaving a 
long, snaky-looking stem. For a 
steady supply of attractive plants, 
the specialists suggest potting up the 
plantlets and discarding the parent 
plants as they begin to droop.

“In my own little comer, in my own little chair, I can be whatever I 
want to be.” That line from one of the title star’s numbers in the musical

It's a right, responsibility

It’s your right to complain to a 
business when you have a consumer 


problem; it’s also your 
responsibility After all, 
complaining to your neighbor may 
make you feel better, but it won’t 
bring a refund. And if you don’t let a 


business know what’s wrong, no 
steps can be taken to avoid the 
problem in the future. Whether it’s a 
new television set which doesn’t 
work or faulty repair of an 


automobile, here are some 
suggestions on how to complain 
effectively. 

Before doing anything hasty, cool 
down and collect your thoughts 
Then begin with an organized plan of 
action 

While your memory still is fresh, 
write down what happened and who 
created the problem, including the 
names of the sales people you talked 
to. when the discussions occurred 
and what was said then. Also decide 
what you think would be a fair way 
to settle the dispute 

At the same time, gather the 
important facts and documents 
related to the complaint, such as 
contracts, warranties, cancelled 
checks and receipts. It may be 
helpful to keep all this material in a 
folder labled according to the 
problem In the event the problem 
will take a long time to resolve, 
staple a sheet of paper to the file and 
record the names and dates of all 
contacts during the media tion, along 
with a short summary of the 
conversations. 

Of course, you may not wish to 
take the time to follow an elaborate 
record-keepihg procedure each time 
you are confronted with a problem 
But good organization, thorough 
reasoning and accurate, accessible 
facts usually will impress a 
business. 

If it’s convenient, a personal visit 
with the store’s owner or manager 
often will resolve the problem. 
Calmly present your side of the story 
and propose a solution. 

Most businesses are honest and 
want to satisfy their customers. In 
fact, many encourage consumers to 
voice their complaints, seeing this 
as good feedback which helps them 
do a better job. Because a problem

Thinking about 
j a new career? 
How about . . . 

Did you ever consider going into another line of work, say something a little 
exotic, like horeshoeing, auctioneering or weaving? 

If that sounds like your thing, your best bet is to join an estimated 50,000 other 
Michigan residents who annually attend one of the state’s more than 200 private 
occupational schools, according to the State Board of Education. 

Also known as “trade schools” and “proprietory schools”, they offer training 
in hundreds of career and interest fields. Some offerings are unusual, although 
most are in better known fields such as business administration, data 
processing and modeling. 

Private occupational schools differ from colleges and universities because 
they are not authorized to grant academic degrees. 

All private occupational schools in the state, plus some 50 out-of-state schools 
that recruit students in Michigan, are licensed by the State Board of Education. 
Exceptions are schools offering training in barbering, cosmotology, flight 
training, driving and nursing. 

To be licensed by the State Board of Education, a private occupational school 
must have its curriculum approved by that body, post a bond, have its facilities 
inspected and have the qualifications of its instructors on file with the state 
board. 

Now, about those occupations mentioned earlier 

If you want to learn horseshoeing, you’ve got two choices Michigan School of 
Horseshoeing in Belleville and Wolverine Farrier School in Howell. The courses 
take about 10 weeks. 

The choices are narrower for auctioneering. There’s one school — Hinkley 
Auctioneering School in Battle Creek. The course takes three weeks. 

And weaving? How about the Studio of Ellice in Plymouth? The complete 
series of courses takes approximately 60 hours. 

A sample of other professional training offered by private occupational 
schools in Michigan include law enforcement, auto mechanics, locksmithing, 
real estate, secretarial skills, theological studies, drafting and dental assistant 
training. 

Courses of study range from a few hours to two years in, for example, some 
business schools. 

The oldest and largest private occupational school in the state is the Detroit 
Business Institute, which was founded in 1850 and now has some 800 students. 

The overwhelming majority of private and occupational schools are 
reputable operations that offer the student his or her money’s worth. There are, 
however, occasional problems with a handful of instituions, especially over 
high pressure sales techniques, according a state board spokesman. 

State law specifies that a person who has signed up for coursework from a 
door-to-door solicitor has three days to cancel the enrollment and receive a full 
refund

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A huge shiny apple above a 
white marquee announcing 
“Daily Specials” can’t be missed 
if anyone is looking for The Red 
Apple, the City of Belleville’s 
newest restaurant. Located at 60 
Main Street, its ample parking lot 
comers on First Street. 

The round-the-clock business 
came as a Christmas present last 
December for area diners who 
first tried Mike Debrushi’s eating 
house on December 14. A veteran 
of 10 years in food management, 
he previously operated a Chicago 
establishment before launching 
his latest trio in Wayne, Warren 
and Belleville.

Millages and 
prep athletics

If communities continue to turn down millages, sports in the 
junior and senior highs as they are known to us today will go the 
way of the do-do bird. 

As has been the practice in the past, when a board of education is 
faced with economic chaos, it has no alternative but to cut 
programs. 

And the first to go are competitive sports. 

High school athletes and their coaches have been seeking 
alternative ways of raising the necessary money to keep their 
programs “alive” but, as many have found out, it is difficult to 
come up with enough monies to fi^ld teams. 

“I really don’t know what the answer is,” said Ed Baum, athletic 
director at Romulus High School. “If I had some answers I 
wouldn’t be sitting in this room, I’d probably go to Washington and 
tell them. 

“Unfortunately, people just don’t want to vote for millages these 
days, consequently, the kids, in general, and the young athletes 
specifically are going to have to suffer.” 

One casualty of the latest millage defeat in Romulus was the high 
school’s tennis team. Because of the lack of funds, Romulus won’t 
be fielding a team this season. 

It is the first time in recent years that the school won’t be 
represented on the tennis courts. There will be baseball and track 
programs, however. 

And the kids made sure of that by soliciting funds for their teams. 

The austerity programs in one school district inevitably will 
affect the athletic programs in outlining school districts, according 
to the athletic directors. Since area schools usually schedule one 
another, if one fails to field a team, the other must go hunting for 
another rival. 

“The situation is bad,’’ remarked Bill Hawley, athletic director 
at Wayne Memorial High School. “If millages continue to be 
defeated, most schools will find themselves up against a wall when 
it comes to scheduling. 

“And in the long run we’re going to have league and conference 
realignments,” he added. 

The Great Lakes 8 Conference, which Wayne High is affiliated 
with, also is in jeopardy because millages in Taylor and Riverview 
didn’t meet with voter approval. School boards are threatening 
cutbacks in athletics — and other programs — to balance the 
budget. 

You can be sure that the score of millages that failed over the 
past month or two will reappear on the ballot during the annual 
school elections set for June 13. 

And, the only good omen about a bad one is that the 13th doesn’t 
fall on a Friday. 


On the brighter side, Vem Norris, the associate director of the 
Michigan High School Athletic Association, said during a brief TV 
interview Saturday that the MHSAA is considering expanding the 
prep football playoffs to a quarter-finals. 

This could mean the top two teams in each region would meet to 
decide which would play in the semi-finals and eventually the state 
championship. (Presently preps go from the semi-finals to the 
finals. 

“We know that our playoff system isn’t perfect,” Norris said 
“There are a lot of good teams — we had 35 undefeated ones last 
year — are being left out and, of course, their communities are 
complaining 

“However, we are thinking about expanding the playoffs to a 
quarter-final format which would help solve a few problems,” he 
said. 

One of those undefeated teams that didn’t have a chance last 
year to prove it was the best Class A team in the state was Westland 
John Glenn.

What kind of face does

If you are among the 
many families considering 
the purchase of an older 
home or remodeling your 
present home, you may be 
faced with the problem of 
deteriorating wood siding 
orstuccoand the need for a 
new look. 

Paint could give you a 
fresh appearance, but it 
may be costly to contract 
and time consuming to do it 
yourself. Repainting may 
be required again in three 
to five years. 

New pre-finished siding 
could be your best 
investment, especially 
when obtained from those 
manufacturers who offer 
long term warranties that 
provide reasonable 
protection against product 
defects. 

First impressions count 

The outside of your home 
is the first “face” you 
present to your visitors and 
neighbors. New siding and 
shuttersora new front door 
can give a brand-new 
welcoming appearance. 

Consider the outside of 
your house in its entirety, 
and decide how you would 
like it to look when it’s been 
redecorated. 

Color is in these days- 
shades like olive, avocado, 
barn red, royal brown, 
colonial blue, and autumn 
gold will make your home 
look cozy and snug. 

If you have a ranch -type 
home, you might want to 
accentuate its long and low 
lines by using 
horizontal siding in a 
color lighter than the roof. 

Even the architectural

With careful planning, 
your new siding and 
accessories will present a 
lovely "face” to vour 
visitors and neighbors, 
and enhance the styling 
and value of your home. So 
you should put as much 
thought into refurbishing 
the outside of your home as 
you would into 
redecorating your living 
room. 

Alumi num siding 
probably has the widest 
range of styles, colors and 
accessories. It has been on 
themarket for 30 years and 
has been used in residing 
millions of homes. 

Low maintenance 
There are a number of 
reasons for this. 
Aluminum siding comes in 
durable baked-on finishes, 
is easy to clean, and is light 
in weight — which makes it 
easier to work with than 
other metals. Probably its 
biggest selling point is its 
time-proven low 
maintenance. 

New insulated aluminum 
siding can help to reduce 
heat loss through your 
walls, especially when they 
are uninsulated or partiallv 
insulated The potential 
savings in fuel bills added 
to the maintenance saved 
in repainting wood siding 
can usually pay for 
residing in less than ten 
years. 

The newest siding on the 


market is vinyl, a plastic 
material that has been 
used for floor tile and 
plumbing pipe for many 
years Because vinyl plastic 
can become brittle when 
exposed to sunlight, it must 
be carefully formulated 
and is only available in 
pastel colors and white. 

Normal weathering 

Prefinished hard board is 
available in various 
patterns and colors, but 
does not have the long-term 
low maintenance 
characteristics of 
aluminum. 

The exposed edges of 
prefinished steel siding are 
vulnerable to the elements 
and may deteriorate it 
protective coatings fail. 

Each type of prefinished 
siding has its advantages, 
but all will change 
somewhat in color over a 
period of time once they 
are on your home and 
exposed to sun, wind, water 
and temperature 
extremes. This is called 
normal weathering. 

Although color coatings 
have become appreciably 
better over the past few 
years, manufacturers and 
home inprovement 
contractors still can’t (and 
shouldn’t) guarantee 100 
percent absolute color 
retention. This is true of 
vinyl plastic siding (which 
is a “solid color coating’’) 
as well as of color coatings 
applied to aluminum, 
hardboard, and steel.

The style of a window can 
be used to highlight the 
architectural balance of a 
home, both indoorsand out. 
Bow and bay windows for 
instance enhance the 
appearance of Colonial 
architecture; double-hungs 
do the same for traditional 
homes and casements are 
naturals with the 
contemporary look. 

Caines Creek, a 
development of 
condominium apartments 
and townhouses in a suburb 
of Philadelphia, illustrates 
the use of wood casement 
windows to achieve 
contemporary design in a 
rustic setting. Located on a 
22-acre, tree-bordered site, 
the apartments and 
townhouses are clustered 
around a common 
recreational area, which 
includes a clubhouse, 
tennis court and swimming 
pool. 

Economies of scale and 
better land use in cluster 


housing often permit 
builders to use better 
quality building materials 
and still construct units 
that are less expensive 
than comparably sized 
single-family homes 

Builder-developer John 
Leo says, “One apartment 
here with 1600- square- feet 
and selling for 
approximately $40,000 
could cost more than 
$50,000 in a single home. 

Caines Creek w r as 
designed to achieve the 
most in spaciousness, 
comfort and convenience. 
“To insure quality, says 
the developer. “I studied 
virtually all the 
components included in 
construction. I decided on 
the use of wood casement 
windows since wood is the 
one material, I feel, that 
conveys an atmosphere of 
quality. 

“At the same time, I 
knew that the superior 


insulating qualities of wood 
would help conserve 
energy by reducing air 
infiltration.” Well-made 
wood windows have 
factory-applied 
weatherstripping to avoid 
cold spots around the 
frame and sash. 

The wood casements at 
Caines Creek also have 
double glazing — two panes 
of glass with an insulating 
air space between — to 
limit heat loss through the 
glass areas. 

“Our construction, 
insulation and window- 
treatment in the 
development, says Leo, 
“are well above the 
standards set by our local 
utility-. This enables the 
owners of the apartments 
and townhouses to get the 
lowest utility rates 
possible. 

The rustic appearance of 
the units at Caines Creek 
was enhanced by using 
rough spruce moulding to 
trim the wood casement 


windows. TTie windows and 
trim were then stained a 
dark color to blend with the 
rugged wood tones and 
textured plaster exterior 
walls. 

Indoors, brick fireplaces 
with log boxes are standard 
in the .living room of all the 
units. In the townhouses, 
the fireplaces are double 
faced and can be used in 
the dining room and the 
living room. 

Other amenities at 
Caines Creek include self- 
cleaning ovens, 
dishwashers, trash 
compactors, waste 
disposals. frost-free 
refrigerators, washer- 
dryers, carpeting in six 
color choices and 
cushioned vinyl kitchen 
floors. 

Though residents can 
take advantage of the rural 
scenery of Chester Cointy, 
commuter railroads are 
just minutes away, as are 
three major shopping 
malls. 


Contemporary design in a rustic, tree-bordered site 
gives Caines Creek its appeal. Condominium tow nhouses 
and apartments (ABOVE) are clustered around a 
common recreational area. Stock wood casement 
windows trimmed with rough spruce moulding 
(BELOW) serve to complement the textured wood 
siding.

What's costly to buy 


People shopping for 
houses are beginning to eye 
home ownership from a 
different perspective. In 
the halcyon days when 
energy was plentiful and 
the cost of heating and 
cooling a home was of less 
critical concern, builders 
tried tocomply with buyers 
demands that construction 
costs be kept as low as 
possible. Often, this meant 
little or no insulation. 
Builders shied from 
adding full insulation 
because consumers balked 
at “extras’’ they couldn’t 
see. 

Then came the energy 
crisis. The owners of those 
home that lacked adequate 
insulation soon found them 
expensive to run. In some 
cases, soaring fuel costs 
have produced heating and 
cooling bills that surpass 
the monthly mortgage 
payments. 

As a resuit, prospective 
buyers are demanding 
housing designed to 
conserve energy. They are 
favoring homes with heat 
pumps instead of 
conventional furnaces, 
with full insulation in 
ceilings, floors and walls 
and with other building 
materials that are energy 
efficient. 

Windows are a good 
example. Granted that 
well-bui It, factory- 
engineered windows cost 
more initially than their 
routine counterparts. The 
difference is that good 
windows are decidedly less 
expensive to own. 

Unless windows are 
chosen with care, the glass 
areas in a home can be a 
significant factor in fuel 
wasting heat loss. Heat loss 
through glass areas and 
from air infiltration can be 
substantial with ordinary, 
loose-fitting, single-glazed 
windows. 

Well made wood window 
units with double-pane 
insulating glass on the 
other hand sharply reduce 
heat loss through the glass 
areas.

two panes separated by air 
space between, which acts 
as insulation.

Facoty-applied weather- 
stripping provides 
a tight fitting window to 
limit heat robbing air 
infiltration. 

The factors which make 


quality-built wood windows 
with insulating glass 
energy efficient make 
them less expensive to ow n 
because fuel consumption 
is reduced.

Sometimes a 
combination of the old and 
the new can be used to 
present a striking 
appearance. A classic 
automobile with a new 
chassis, or a young bride 
wearing her 
grandmother’s wedding 
dress, are examples. 

Another is an older 
traditional home combined 
with modern- low- 
maintenance building 
products to create a home 
that is the envy of the 
neighborhood. 

And. every now f and then, 
members of a community 
attach the kind of 
memories of events to an 
older house transforming it 
into local history. A 
Victorian house in 
Midland. Michigan, is a 
case in point.

Should a homeowner 
decide reroofing is in 
order, it’s best to get at 
least three competitive 
bids All bids should be 
based on the same 
materials and quality of 
workmanship Make sure 
the contract spells out in 
detail the work to be done, 
the materials to be used 
and the scheduled time for 
completion. 

One thing to remember 
concerning the roofing 
material is that asphalt 
shingles frequently can be 
applied over the old 
roofing eliminating the 
cost of a tearoff 

Since the cost of labor for 
application is often the 
same, choosing the shingle 
with the longer design life 
may be more economical 
in the long run because the 
cost of materials and labor 
is amortized over a longer 
period of time To estimate 
the prohable annual cost of 
a new roof, add the cost of 
labor and materials and 
divde the total by the 
shingle’s design life

Electrical 
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' Live-in 'room concept 
gives better $$$ return 


The name “living room” 
is not quite apt as a 
description of the role that 
room actually plays in 
most homes. 

Today, family rooms are 
where the living is. 

The typical living room is 
about as lively as a 
museum, which is what it 
has largely become. It’s 
where we put our “best” 
furniture — then mentally 
rope it off for company 
occasions. 

Meanwhile, the family 
room (hub of household 
activities) has to make do 
with odds and ends of 
furnishings and hand-me- 
doWTE . 

In the Fifties and Sixties 
before housing costs 
ballooned all out of 
proportion to incomes, it 
might have made sense to 
keep a room standing idle 
for occasional use. But 
anyone who has considered 
buying a home lately, or 
adding living space to an 
existing home, knows how 
expensive it is to maintain 
a museum in these 
inflationary days. 

(If you figure building 
costs at a conservative $20 
per square foot, an average 
12 by 15-foot living room 
represents an investment 


of $3,600, and that’s before 
furnishings). 

Can’t there be some 
happy medium between the 
living room and family 
room? One room that 
combines both good design 
and function? A room that 
not only looks attractive 
but works hard too? 

Hie editors of McCall’s 
magazine think so, and 
with the help of interior 
designers at Armstrong, 
they’ve come up with three 
such rooms that they’re 
featuring in the February 
1977 issue. 

They’re calling them 
“live-in” rooms because 
they’re activity-oriented, 
not mere showcases. 

The rooms are decorated 
in three different regional 
American styles — 
Southwest, Northern 
California and Northeast — 
making use of natural 
materials found in those 
places or man-made look- 
alikes. 

They’re full of decorating 
ideas too: built-ins, double- 
duty furniture, do-it- 
yourself products, crafts, 
and intriguing color 
schemes borrowed from 
the environment. 

The ambience of the 
Northeast room is witty, 
playful and urbane, like the 


sophisticated cities of 
Boston, Philadelphia and 
New York. The focal point 
of the decorating is a baby 
grand piano, and the room 
is a delightful place to 
entertain guests. 

Other neutrals and 
accent colors found in the 
furnishings and 
accessories are ochre, off- 
white, charcoal black, 
terra cotta, and sunset red. 

The neutral-natural 
theme finds further 
expression in the choice of 
furnishings. The tub chairs 
are rattan, the sofa has 
cane sides, the lamps have 
pottery bases, and the 
stacking tables are woven 
from plant fiber. (The 
stacking table next to the 
sofa is turned upside down 
and hold two yucca plants.) 

The Southwest room can 
convert from crafts to 
company in a jiffy because 
of the built-in storage 
space, practical but good- 
looking furniture, and 
easy-to-clean surfaces, like 
the tile floor. 

Are they family rooms, 
living rooms or live-in 
rooms, as the magazine 
calls them? Take your 
pick. At least they aren’t 
museums.

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Living in a chicken coop 

Sculptor and architect team builds retreat 



ALBERT PARSON 


There’s no way to put a 
dollar value on the amount 
of craftsmanship, pride 
and time that go into 
months of working 
weekends to restore a 
classic automobile or a 
treasured sailboat. Others 
who enjoy this way of 
spending their leisure time 
devote the same care, time 
and attention to salvaging 
an abandoned hulk of a 
building and turning it into 


a contemporary 
masterwork 

Albert Hamowy, a 
sculptor, and James 
Rogers, an architect, are 
two such men They spent 
about a year and a half, 
mostly on weekends, 
converting an abandoned, 
two-story chicken coop in 
the foothills of New' York’s 
Catskill mountains into a 
weekend retreat that can 
accommodate dozens of 


guests 

Since the former chicken 
coop has too much space, 
Hamowy and Rogers 
partitioned the building 
and converted two 
rectangles into an entrance 
courtyard and a deck 

In modifying the overall 
rectangular shape into 
living and working space, 
they decided to retain the 
original three foot square 
windows They created a 


curved second-story 
gallery and window' wall to 
break up the rectangular 
lines of the new 17-foot high 
living room area. 

The concept for the 
vaulted living room area 
called for a huge, common 
room where family and 
guests could gather to 
cook, eat, play and relax. 

Bedrooms and baths in 
the Hamowy house are 


located off the common 
room. An outdoor balcony 
can be reached from either 
the master bedroom or the 
children’s bedroom. 

Part of the building is to 
be used for a garage and 
storage space. Hamcavy 
also plans to tear out the 
second floor in the rest of 
the former hen house and 
add massive new windows 
to flood his sculpture studio 
with daylight 


Chimney 
lock can 
save $$$ 


A new energy-saving 
device developed by 
Carrier Air Conditioning 
can save homeowners up to 
16 percent of their heating 
costs. 

The device, called a 
“Chimney Lock”, is a flue 
damper that reduces the 
amount of heat that a home 
loses through its chimney 
flue The Chimney-Lock is 
available with Carrier’s 
model 58ES gas furnace, 
designed and certified by 
the American Gas 
Associabon. 

Albert Parsons, owner of 
Parsons Brother Heating 
and Cooling, Inc., 14611 W 
Warren, Dearborn, 
explains that when a 
furnace burner is 
operating, air from inside 
the house must escape 
from the chimney flue with 
combustion wastes But 
when the burner is not 
operating, this air flow' 
wastes heat by letting it 
escape through the flue. 

Carrier’s Chimney-Lock 
eliminates that heat waste 
The damper in the device 
moves to the open posibon 
immediately before and 
during the time the burner 
is operating When the 
burner is off, an electric 
motor automatically closes 
the damper to stop the flow 
of heated air up the 
chimney 

This also traps residual 
heat in the furnace heat 
exchanger and allows the 
furnace blower to sent it to 
the living area. Parson# 
explains 

Parsons said the subject 
of home heat loss through 
chimney flues recently 
received national attention 
as the result of a CBS -TV 
broadcast of “60 Minutes’’ 

Parsons added that the 
Chimney-Lock’s spring- 
loaded mechanism moves 
thedamper blade to the full 
open position in case of 
power failure This 
prevents products of 
combustion from being 
trapped in the house

Suspended kitchen ceiling 


can eliminate an eyesore 


SUSPENDED CEILING 
A good way to brighten 
up your kitchen this spring 
— both decorat ively and 
optically — is by installing 
a new suspended ceiling. 

A suspended ceiling is 
not only one of the easiest, 
most economical ways to 
conceal unsightly damaged 
plaster or stained tiles, it's 
also one of the most flexible 
systems for arranging and 
rearranging light fixtures. 

With the growing cost of 
electrictiy and the growing 
concern of lighting experts 
that many work areas in 
the home are not 
adequately illuminated, a 
ceiling that lends itself to 
efficient lighting is no 
small advantage 
Suspended ceilings 
consist of 2’ x 2’ or 2’ x 4’ 
acoustical panels resting in 
a metal grid which is 
suspended on wires from 
the old ceiling 
These ceilings are 
readily compatible with 
recessed fluorescent light 
fixtures, which provide two 
to three times more 
illumination than 
incandescent lights of 
equal wattage 
The fluorescent fixtures 


simply snap onto the grid 
above the level of the new 
ceiling, and a translucent 
plastic panel is substituted 
for an acoustical panel 
directly under the fixture 

There are fluorescent 
fixtures on the market 
which can be installed by 
the average handyman in 
just a few minutes One 
type, called Gridmate, is 
attached to the gird via 
mounting brackets using 
only a screwdriver 
Troffermate is the name of 
a completely preassembled 
fixture that rests directly 
on the grid. 

The suspended ceiling 
must be dropped at least 
five to six inches below the 
old ceiling to accommodate 
fluorescent fixtures 

One of the key benefits of 
a suspended ceiling is that 
the fluorescent fixtures can 
be moved from one slot in 
the grid to another when 
lighting needs changing 

The Illuminating 
Engineering Society 
publishes footcandle 
recommendations for 
various kitchen tasks. (A 
footcandle represents the 
total lumen output divided 
by the square foot area 


For example, the output of 
a 40-watt rapid-start lamp 
is 3,200 lumens. If the 
output of the lamp was 
evenly distributed over 32 
square feet of area, the 
average footcandle level

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Energy costs provide fuel to spur 

conservation 


Homeowners seek methods to keep costs down 


Modernize for energy savings. Old windows 
are a good place to start. 


With the price of home 
heating fuel at record high 
levels, homeowners are 
constantly looking for 
methods that will help keep 
these costs down. 

Because of this, more 
and more attention is 
devoted to windows as a 
potential source of wasted 
energy. Weather-stripping 
and caulking helps. The 
quality of the window itself, 
however, is vital. 

Since windows can play 
an important part in 
energy conservation, the 
integrity and testing 
methods of window 
manufacturers can be 
essential to a proper 
evaluation of energy 
conservation claims. 

One leading window- 
manufacturer, Andersen 
Corporation of Bayport. 
Minn., for example, tests 
air infiltration of its 
windows every . three 

months. The Andersen 
method calls for testing 
three units of each style 
taken at random right off 


the production line. The 
results are averaged. 
These figures are then 
w orked into the averages of 
the past year. This 
eliminates the possibility of 
arriving at an extremely 
low air infiltration figure 
when in reality it is based 
on only one test result of a 
selected unit. 

As far as allowable air 
infiltration is concerned, 
Andersen windows are 
twice as weathertight as 
accepted industry 
standards. 

The material the 
manufacturer uses in the 
construction of windows is 
another guide to their 
energy conservation 
properties. Andersen Per- 
Shield windows and gliding 
doors have preservative 
treated wood core sash and 
frames. Wood is used 


because of its properties as 
a natural insulator. These 
units also are encased in 
long-lasting, low 
maintenance rigid vinyl 
and have factory -applied 
weatherstripping to assure 
snug closure against heat 
robbing air infiltration. 
Double-pane insulating 
glass, standard in Perma- 
Shield windows and gliding 
doors, provides a major 
portion of fuel saving 
benefits without the 
inconvenience of storm 
windows. 

Andersen says no new 
technology is required to 
design a home that 
conserves energy. What is 
needed, the leading window 
manufacturer adds, is a 
return to basics. This 
involves some planning 
decisions such as how- the 
home is to be oocated on its 


site. Others call for 
decisions regarding the 
size, style and location of 
windows. Andersen offers 
energy conscious 
homeowners these 
suggestions: 

• A house should be 
orientated on the lot to take 
advantage of the seasonal 
positions of the sun. A 
window wall, for instance, 
ought to face the south. TTie 
windows should be 
shielded from the rays of 
the high summer sun by 
awnings or a roof 
extension. In the winter, 
when the sun is low, the 
same radiation can help 
heat the home. 

• Window size has a 
bearing on energy 
conservation. Natural light 
is distributed better with 
one large window- rather 


than several small ones. 
The more natural light, the 
less need there is for 
artificial lighting. Window-s 
placed in more than one 
wall also provide more 
effective daylight than 
w indows in just one wall. A 
horizontal window- 
pro vides a wider spread of 
natural light than a 
vertical window. The 
higher a window is placed 
in a wall, the deeper the 
light’s penetration into a 
room. 


• Locate windows 
properly. Cross ventilation 
to take advantage of cool 
summer breezes means 
less reliance on air 
conditioning. Operating 
windows in opposite walls 
are best for direct 
ventilation. Where this 


isn’t possible, windows 
should be placed in 
adjacent walls, but away 
from comers 
• Choose correct window- 
styles. Choice may depend 
on room layout or on 
whether the homeowner 
wants an atmosphere of 
openness or a sense of 
privacy . Some windows are 
better than others at 
meeting these needs. In 
kitchens for example, 
casement window-s are 
excellent. They offer good 
visibility. They open full 
length for top-to-bottom 
ventilation Since they 
operate at the turn of a 
crank, they are easy to 
reach in difficult locations 
such as over sinks or 
countertops. Picture, 
casement and gliding 
w-indows or gliding doors 
offer excellent views and 
plenty of natural light, 
which makes their choice 
for living rooms so 
common. In bedrooms, 
where privacy is often 
sought, awning and double- 
hung windows are popular.

Additions or alterations 
to single-family homes 
remain popular 
modernization projects. 
Last year, these two 
categories accounted for 
$8 5-billion of the $25.2- 
billion Americans spent 
improving and maintaining 
their properties Spending 
on additions r and 
alterations of single-family 
homes in 1975 rose 32 
percent above 1974’s $6.4- 
billion, reports the U.S. 
Department of Commerce 

What’s behind the sharp 
increase in additions and 
alterations of single-family 
homes? Soaring land and 
construction costs have 
forced many people to 
abandon their plans to 
move Instead they are 
expanding and improving 
their properties. Often, the 
expansion project includes 
energy' conservation. 

A little planning for 
example can convert an old 
porch into a room addition 
for all seasons. Because the 
floor and one wall already 
exist, converting an open 
porch into an extra room 
remains a popular home 
improvement project. 

When enclosing a porch, 
full insulation should be 


added to the ceiling and in 
any new w r all space. For 
heat, install either 
baseboard elements or a 
free standing fireplace.

When equipped with 
factory-installed weather- 
stripping. woodframe 
sliding doors and 
windows offer excellent 
protection against drafts 
or cold spots. 

Local building supply 
dealers, who are excellent 
sources for information on 
home remodeling, also 
stock woodframe sliding 
glassdoors and windows in 
a variety of sizes.
